management of the bank, It was also 
found that 
even the safety

boxes had been tampered with and in 
some cases rifled of their contents. 
The specific charge on which Theo­ 
dore Stensland was arrested was that. 
of having 
accepted deposits 
at the 
bank when he knew the Institution to 
be insolvent. 
Tin arrest was made in 
the office of Chief 
of Police Collins, 
where Stensland had gone to confer 
with the head of 
tho police depart­ 
ment. 
The 
warrant for 
the arrest 
was 
sworn out by 
J. P. Straub, 
a liquor 
denier, who declared that last Satur­ 
day lie deposited £350 in the hank and 
that Theodore Stensland, as one of 
the 
officers of 
the institution, 
had 
knowledgi then that the bank was In­ 
solvent.. 
Straub 
contends that 
tho 
vice preside ut should have notified the 
acting officers of tho bank not to re­ 
ceive any deposits, but alleges that 
this had not been done and that his 
money was taken In violation of the 
banking laws.

million criminals, was the statement 
made by Judge Hough In the United 
States circuit coart here 
in the pro­ 
ceedings 
instituted

Charles C. Browne. 
Browne was for­ 
merly employed In the customs service 
In 
tills city and 
was extradited 
in 
Canada and taken to Sing Sing prison 
to begin a two years’ term for con­ 
spiracy to defraud the government. 
M. K. Olcott, of counsel for Browne, 
denounced the action of the federal 
authorities In extraditing Browne for 
one offense and Incarcerating him in 
prison for another as a trick beneath 
tim dignity of the government of this 
country and in violation of tho treaty 
with Canada. 
In taking tho papers In the rase and 
vision, J n(Do Hough com- 
mooted on the Reauscher decision In 
the United States supreme court In 
which the contentions now advanced 
In behalf of Browne were upheld and 
it 
was in this 
connection that 
he 
spoke 
of tho 
lienor of the 
United 
States being of more Importance than 
tho conviction of criminals. 
"W e re it not for the Reauscher de­ 
cision, however, I w ill say now," de­ 
clared Judge Hough, 
"that I would 
send Browne back to Sing Sing.” 
Brownie was convicted of conspiring 
to defraud the 
government and sen­ 
tenced 
to tw’o 
years in 
prison. 
He 
jumped a $12,500 bail bond and lied to 
Canada. 
Extradition was refus 'd on 
the conspiracy charge, but he finally 
was extradited on an amended charge

Springs are rarely found in the s null- 
western par? of the Vnitod Stat.*-, and 
for this reason they have Is en from 
ancient times prized as a most value I 
possession. 
The people who dwelt in 
this 
region, 
says 
Walter 
Hough 
in 
"Records of tho Past.** saw in these 
sources of life giving water the founts 
of continuance and well being, and 
near them they located th* lr pueblos. 
Fare air, no elements of nature are 
nearer to human life than til r e eoin- 
bin»**l into til** primitive fluid which 
must always be within reach of men 
who put themselves into tile grasp of 
th** desert. 
The primary knowledge * f 
the tribes who were the pioneers and 
of every human being who* has since 
made his home In the great American 
desert was complete as to the locution, 
distribution and idosyncrasles of tho 
water supply. 
Spring water is naturally mere prized 
by the inhabitants of those desert soli­ 
tudes than that from living streams, 
because It Is always drinkable and al­ 
w ays at hand, while the watercourses, 
which for th** greater part of th** year 
are sinuous reaches of dry sand, furnish 
at flood a quickly disappearing supply 
of thinned mud which will not In* touch­ 
ed by man or l**;ist except iii the dis­ 
tress of thirst. 
One Is not surprised, therefore, that 
a primitive people will r< 
rd these 
springs as sa cm l. 
In fact. the Indians 
of the southwest are not peculiar la tho 
worship of springs. 
Win* sentiment is 
worldwide, bus had a vast range of 
time, perpetuates Itself in th** folklore 
of tho highest civilizations md presents 
In its manifestations a rn >st interesting 
body of myth and fancy. 
But In tin* 
southwest the arid environment has so 
intensified Ibis feature of primitive cul­ 
ture that no spring in the region is 
without evidence of many offerings to 
the deities of water. 
It is small wonder then that the Du 
o lio Indians came to regard springs 
with special veneration; that they wove 
around them myth a n i tradition and 
made them objects of religious worship. 
To one acquainted with the environ­ 
ment* end its radical needs this seems 
to have been a natural, even though 
unconscious, generalization. 
Perhaps 
offerings to springs will not admit of 
such simple explanation. 
Perhaps the 
mystery of the underground source of 
water 
welling 
up 
from 
unknown 
depths, impressive always even to the 
observer who believes himself free from 
the trammels of superstition, has also 
had a powerful effect on the mind of 
the Indian, leading, like many other 
natural phenomena, to an attitude of 
worship of unseen pow ers behind these 
masks,-—New' York Tribune.
